REMARKS/ARGUMENTS : 

By the present Amendment, claims 1, 3, 5, 8, 9, 11, 13 and 16 are amended, and 
claims 2 and 10 are canceled. No new matter has been added. Claims 1,3-9 and 1 1 - 16 are 
pending in the application, with claims 1 and 9 being independent.

Specification Objection 

The specification is objected to for an informality regarding the reference numeral 
assigned to the "main-deck" in line 1 of paragraph 23. The above amendment to paragraph 
23 obviates the objection to the specification. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant notes with appreciation that objected to claims 2-6 and 10-14 would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Independent claims 1 and 9 have been amended to include all the limitations of 
dependent claims 2 and 10, respectively. Thus, amended independent claims 1 and 9 are 
allowable. Dependent claims 3-8 and 11-16 are allowable as being dependent on 
allowable independent claims 1 and 9, respectively. 
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In view of the foregoing amendments and comments, Applicant respectfully submits 
that claims 1,3-9 and 1 1 - 16 are in condition for allowance. Prompt and favorable action is 
solicited.
